BEAUTY FADES 

17 years of watching downtown Minneapolis 
go from vibrant to shaky to frightful 



W hen I moved into the Ware¬ 
house District in 2000, my 
dream of being able to have a 
wonderful home in the heart 
of the city became real. 

Downtown was alive. I could walk to 
anything—restaurants, shopping, theater, 
or the mighty Mississippi River—in just a 
few blocks. Public spaces were a welcoming 
respite, such as Peavey Plaza with its iconic 
fountains flowing into a large pond, provid¬ 
ing a calm spot to have lunch or enjoy the 
scenery of Orchestra Hall and Nicollet Mall. 

In the winter, the pond became an ice 
skating rink, looking like a modernist’s take 
on a Hans Christian Andersen story. It was 
idyllic. Mary Tyler Moore was right: You 
could make it after all. 

While downtown lacked certain amenities 
such as a real grocery store, it was a minor 
inconvenience to city dwellers like me who 
relied on pizza delivery and Chinese takeout 
Sure there was noise. After all, I lived 
in the Warehouse District, which was full 
of nightclubs and bars along First Avenue. 
Sometimes I would open the window just 
to take in the sounds of the city and watch 
people saunter by. 

Weekends especially were filled with 
partiers and revelers out for fun. It felt safe. 
Anyone could see there was a police pres¬ 
ence proactively keeping the peace. 

But in the span of 17 years, I’ve watched 
the city go from vibrant to shaky to fright¬ 
ful. No longer do I entertain the notion of 
going out for dinner downtown if I’m to 
arrive home after nightfall. 

It’s not for a lack of interest, but for what 
I now see: an audacious mix of angst and 
boredom, with victim and predator roaming 


the streets. Downtown has morphed into 
somethingmore disturbing and despondent. 

The once vibrant Nicollet Mall, which 
needed no change to succeed, has suc¬ 
cumbed to the terrible fate of becoming a 
vanity project of reconstruction dreamed up 
by the City Council and the mayor in order 
to keep up appearances. Three years into 
the making, the torn-up mall has managed 
to kill off tourism and take what retail and 
small business we had. 

Peavey Plaza is but a shell of its former 
glory. The famous fountains haven’t operated 
for years, aging away in disgrace. No one 
really sits there to relax anymore. 

No more Holidazzle parading down 
Nicollet Mall with families cheering on. No 
more downtown block parties to celebrate 
summer, or the Aquatennial in any form 
resembling what it was when I moved in. 

Replacing it all is a mixture of gangs, 
troubled youth, and panhandlers who 
move along the corridors no matter day 
or night. I have now become accustomed 
to breakout fights happening during the 
day along Hennepin, where troubled youth 
challenge each other regularly. 

Gunshots that ring out two to three times 
a week from competing gangs at 2 a.m., 
intent on offing each other, have become 
the norm. Years ago, I would have jumped 
out of my sleep at such sudden noise. Now 
it’s routine, as is my call to 911. 

I filmed dead gang members being rolled 
into ambulances after 15 gunshots went 
off on my block in 2016. The metal door 
in the lobby of my building still displays 
the bullet indentations. 

I’ve watched fights break out and knifings 
happen in the middle of Hennepin Avenue 


at 10 p.m. on a Friday night, stopping traf¬ 
fic. With no police in sight, cars just drove 
around the melee to get by. 

One would think I live in a war zone, 
and that notion wouldn’t be wrong. The 
police now have become reactive instead 
of proactive. Political restrictions placed 
on them by a higher level of city govern¬ 
ment render their abilities almost futile, 
since a crime has to happen before they 
can act. 

And the City Council? When I send 
them the footage, I am lucky if I even get 
a response. In the event that I do, it’s usu¬ 
ally some slick rhetoric that does nothing 
to solve the issue. 

The irony is that, despite the climbing 
crime rates, the area I live in has catapulted 
into one of the most expensive places in 
downtown Minneapolis. I refer to it as 
“The Gilded Cage.” 

The North Loop, as it is now called, has 
revived itself as a haven of exclusive shops 
and restaurants. New bona-fide grocery 
stores dot the tiny parcel of downtown, and 
new apartment complexes have surged to 
an all-time high. 

Technically, downtown has become more 
livable. But it doesn’t prevent the invasive 


growth of crime moving into the area like 
buckthorn. 

Even Target Field and US Bank Stadium, 
arenas built to attract crowds, can’t retain 
visitors after an event. Downtown is just 
too scary after dark, so people leave. 

It’s sad to see a city go to waste when the 
potential is so high. It makes me want to 
move somewhere safe, somewhere where 
I don’t have to hear sirens all night or meth 
heads hacking up old memories in the back 
alley. Or gunshots. 

It’s as though city government has turned 
ablind eye to the real-life problems of down¬ 
town, determined to put on a glossy cover 
to a badly written book. And for what? 
Vanity? Arrogance? I cannot tell. 

Butyou can’t photoshop reality. It brutally 
is what it is, and if city leaders don’t buck 
up and get tough in the form of verifiable 
action, our downtown is doomed as an oasis 
of exciting vibrant life with a plethora of 
options for all. 

“All that glitters is not gold,” my grandfa¬ 
ther used to say. I think it’s safe to say, for me 
at least, that the gold I experienced when I 
moved into my home 17 years ago is gone. 

I fell in love with a beautiful city. I want

Craig Breslow would rather you didn’t call him that. 

He’s gracious enough about it. “There are a lot of worse 
things I could be called,” he says, seated in the Twins 
dugout hours before a game. “You see the trouble other 
athletes have gotten into. If that’s what makes me notable, 
I’m smart enough not to dispute it.” 

As he talks—confidently, articulately—it’s clear he wants 
you to see him as a left-handed reliever, a guy who can get 
that critical out or two to shut down a rally and rescue his 
predecessor from a jam. To wit, just one of the guys doing 
his part this summer to help the overachieving Twins. 

“I’m as much a baseball player as anyone else in the 
clubhouse.” 

Ah, but baseball is always looking for what sets guys 
apart. It seizes upon those characteristics to fashion the 
most eloquent sobriquets in sports: “The Left Arm of 
God,” “The Yankee Clipper,” “Blue Moon,” “The Splendid 
Splinter,” “Sweet Music.” 

So Breslow becomes “The Smartest Man in Baseball.” 

That’s thanks to Lavelle Neal, the Star Tribune’s base¬ 
ball beat writer, who gave Breslow the name during his 
first go-round with the Twins in 2008. The following 


year Jason Turbow of the Wall Street Journal upgraded 
Breslow’s intellectual dominion: “Judgingby his resume, 
Craig Breslow is the smartest man in baseball, if not the 
entire world.” 

Here’s why: Breslow graduated from Yale. Through 
May, only six of the 1,052 players who have appeared in 
a Major League game this year graduated from the Ivy 
League. Six. 

Two you’ve heard of: Kyle Hendricks, the Cubs’ pitcher 
from Dartmouth, and Chris Young, the Royals’ pitcher 
from Princeton. Three you haven’t: Danny Barnes (Blue 
Jays/Princeton), Matt Bowman (Cardinals/Princeton), 
and Brent Suter (Brewers/Harvard)—all pitchers. 

Breslow not only graduated from Yale. He did so with a3.5 
GPA. Majoring in molecular biochemistry and biophysics. 

Smartest Man in Baseball. 

There have been other bright guys to play the game, 
sure. Moe Berg, who played for five teams in the 1920s 
and ’30s, graduated from Princeton and Columbia Law 
School. He also spoke seven languages. 

Leon Feingold, who played in the Indians’ farm system 
in the mid-’90s, is now president of the New York chapter

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of Mensa. More recently, we’ve had Mike 
Mussina, a Stanford man who pitched 18 
years for the Orioles and Yankees and did 
the New York Times crossword puzzle. 

But the title now belongs to Breslow, who 
does the USA Today crossword (“because 
I know I can finish it”), reads two or three 
books at atime (at the moment ThinkingFast 
St Slow by Daniel Kahneman, Nobel laure¬ 
ate in economics), and has been accepted 
to medical school (after scoring a 34 on 
the MCAT). 

“We took graduate courses in molecu¬ 
lar biology and he could follow things like 
how we use imaginary numbers to figure 
out the crystal structures of proteins,” says 
his former Yale classmate and teammate 
Matt McCarthy “That’s not easy to do, 
especially at 21.” 

Breslow aims that keen intellectual curi¬ 
osity on baseball too. During the Twins’ 
May swing through Baltimore, he met with 
Dave Kirilloff, a former college coach and 
current hitting guru (and father of Alex 
Kirilloff, the Twins’ No. 1 pick in the 2016 
amateur draft). Breslow listened to Kirilloff 
explain his theory about the way a batter’s 
dominant eye accounts for a hole in his 
swing and reviewed the charts of data he 
had compiled on hitters such as Miguel 
Cabrera and Jose Altuve. “He’s willing to 
take information from anyone, process it, 
and put it in his files to have when he can 


use it,” Kirilloff says. 

Breslow was the first pitcher to seek out 
Kirilloff to learn how he might be able to 
exploit that weakness to his advantage. 
“That’s the kind of guy Craig is,” says his 
agent, Bob Baratta. “The scouting report 
on a guy might be 'keep the ball down.’ 
Craig wants to know why.” 

When Breslow was with the Red Sox, 
Josh Beckett bet a teammate that Breslow 


was so smart he could calculate the num¬ 
ber of rotations a baseball makes from the 
pitcher’s hand to the plate when thrown 
90 miles per hour. Beckett won the bet. 

“There are a lot of variables, but I put in 
some figures and came up with answers for 
a fastball, curve, or slider,” Breslow told a 
reporter. “It’s rather simple once you do it.” 

Well, simple if you have gray matter like 
his. Smartest Man in Baseball. 


A t 5-foot-11,180 pounds, Breslow is 
slight by MLB pitching specs. On 
the mound, he tugs his cap low so 
his ears pop out, making him look 
like a little brother who fast-talked his way 
into a game with the older kids. 

Cap off, the ears recede and his smile takes 
over. Large spread of white teeth. Boyish, 
warm, yet confident, knowing, accompanied 
by a pleasant demeanor. Put him in a suit, 
and it’s easy to imagine him meeting with 
clients at Ameriprise. He has the air about 
him of a guy who could be successful at 
whatever he chooses to do. 

You might expect a guy with such cogni¬ 
tive capabilities to be an ill-adapted brainiac. 
Not so. The resume belies his regular-guy 
appearance and manner. There in the dug- 
out, outfitted in a snug long-sleeve blue 
top, athletic shorts, and Nike sneakers, he 
blends in among the other players milling 
about the field. Just one of the guys. 

He can recite long passages from movies 
like Happy Gilmore and Dumb St Dumber, 
and knows nearly the entire canon of rap 
lyrics from the ’90s. In addition to books 
by Nobel laureates, he reads thrillers by the 
likes of Vince Flynn and David Baldacci. He 
watches the same shows on Netflix you do. 
He and his wife, Kelly, just finished Home¬ 
land and are now into Sneaky Pete. He and

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fellow reliever Matt Belisle, who sit next 
to each other on flights, are into Blacklist. 

After New York Jets coach Rex Ryan’s 
foot fetish surfaced in internet videos, Bre- 
slow agreed to do the spoof “My Pretty 
Left Hand,” in which a woman ogles and 
asks to touch his hand. (A comedy troupe 
approached him with the idea to use the 
video in one of its shows and agreed to 
donate proceeds from ticket sales to Bre- 
slow’s foundation.) 

Unlike Ryan’s situation, the video did 


wrist playing soccer. It mesmerized him 
that a physician could set the bone, wrap 
it in a cast and, six weeks later, his wrist 
was healed. 

Four years after that, his older sister 
Lesley was diagnosed with thyroid cancer 
and had it removed. (Today she is healthy, 
symptom-free, and the mother of two chil¬ 
dren.) “That has a pretty powerful impact 
on one’s childhood,” he says. 

McCarthy believes Breslow would be a 
thoughtful and caringphysician. Yet despite

not go viral, and women did not approach 
Breslow in real life to admire his pitching 
hand. “I don’t know too many people who 
saw it,” he says, adding somewhat sheep¬ 
ishly: “Most of the views were by me to see 
if anyone else had looked at it.” 

His sense of humor and down-to-earth 
demeanor have allowed him to blend in 
seamlessly over his 15-year career. 

“He fits in well in all sorts of clubhouses,” 
says Andrew Miller, Breslow’s former team¬ 
mate on the Red Sox, who now pitches for 
the Cleveland Indians. “If he didn’t have a 
reputation as someone who fits in on your 
team, he wouldn’t have worked for seven 
teams. Those guys get filtered out pretty 
quickly.” 

This speaks to Breslow’s social intelli¬ 
gence. “He is able to develop friendships 
with people from any walk of life, just 
because he is so genuine,” says Jon Steitz, 
another former Yale teammate. 

Since signing with the Twins in Febru¬ 
ary, Breslow has eased back into the Twins’ 
clubhouse, which has undergone a whole¬ 
sale turnover since his last stint with the 
team in2008-09. Only Joe Mauer and Glen 
Perkins remain. He recently entertained 
his bullpen mates with Al Pacino’s famous 
speech from Scent of a Woman. 

“He’s very bright, but he is every bit a 
roll-with-the-flow-of-the-clubhouseguy,” 
Belisle says. 

Still. For a guy with that kind of mental 
horsepower and not drafted until the 26th 
round, you would expect him to be practic¬ 
ing medicine by now, like his former Yale 
teammate McCarthy, a fellow pro pitcher 
turned physician after attending Harvard 
medical school. Breslow did apply to med 
school after the Brewers released him in 
2004 (he bested McCarthys score on the 
MCAT) and was accepted at New York 
University. 

His fascination with medicine began 
during his formative years in Trumbull, 
Connecticut, where both of his parents were 
teachers. When he was eight, he broke his 


his potential and fascination with medicine, 
Breslow has deferred his medical school 
acceptance four times so he can keep play¬ 
ing baseball. Med school is the mother at 
the door calling her boy home for supper, 
but Breslow’s shouting back, “Not yet, Ma. 
The game’s not over.” 

H ere’s another misconception. You 
might think being known as the 
Smartest Man in Baseball, a game 
where most of the action takes place 
between the ears (or 90 percent of the game 
is half mental, to quote one of the game’s 
philosophers), would be a good thing. But 
you would be wrong. Because you have not 
walked a mile in the cleats of the Smartest 
Man in Baseball. 

Breslow looks out at the gray clouds hang¬ 
ing low over the infield and says ruefully, 
“It has typecast me.” 

For nearly a decade—a seeming eternity 
in the life of a professional ballplayer—he 
has dragged around that label like Jacob 
Marley with his chains. “I have this stigma 
that follows me.” 

He doesn’t mind the way teammates 
expect him to know everything. They ask 
him what time the bus is going to leave, if 
it’s going to rain that day, what they should 
tip in restaurants, how to get their iPad 
working, why a manager made a certain 
move—and expect him to have answers. 

And it’s not the teasing from friends, 
which he takes in stride. McCarthy tells 
him the title is like being “the loudest whis¬ 
perer—the bar is not that high.” Steitz ribs 
him as though he has superpowers. If some¬ 
thing goes wrong, say a rental car breaks 
down, Steitz tells him, 'You can figure it 
out. You’re the smartest man in baseball.” 

(This, of course, is not always the case. 
When the Oakland A’s signed Breslow in 
2009, he moved in with Steitz and his wife 
in the Bay Area. They would occasionally 
ask Craig to look after their baby. One day 
the child woke crying with a soiled diaper.

Breslow had to call his mother back in Con¬ 
necticut to ask her how to change it.) 

It’s not even that the rep from Akadema, 
who supplies his gloves, sent him a glove 
with SMIB imprinted on it as a joke. One of 
four in his locker, Breslow wears it to play 
catch but would never use it in a game. “I 
prefer to give hitters no reason for extra 
animosity toward me,” he says with a smile. 

No, the label becomes a burden when it 
makes others think Breslow isn’t serious 
about baseball, that his gifted mind is else¬ 
where. “If something is going wrong —I’m 
having trouble getting guys out—people 
think I’d rather be doing something else, 
but there is nothing I’d rather be doing.” 

It bothers him. He wants you to under¬ 
stand that baseball is not a passing fancy 
for him. He’s not marking time. This is 
his passion. 

So forgive him if he gets a bit testy when 
asked what he is thinking about his future. 
“I’m thinking about how to get the Astros 
out,” he says. The game starts in less than 
three hours. ir While I’m here, I’m going to 
stay focused.” 

He is good at that, as you might expect. 
His concentration has been a critical element 
in his success as a major league pitcher. 
Steitz, a former pitcher himself, confirms. 
“He is very focused. I have always thought 
that’s what separates him from folks with 
more physical ability. He has an absolute 
lock in the moment, the ability to focus on 
repeated delivery to spots—bam, bam, bam 
on the corners.” 

Yet concentration alone cannot guarantee 
perpetual success. After two separate stints 
on the disabled list in 2014 and 2015, Breslow 
was healthy in 2016, but he couldn’t seem 
to get batters out. The Marlins demoted 
him to AAA New Orleans, then released 
him in July. 

The Rangers picked him up, but released 
him 10 days later after three rocky appear¬ 
ances with AAA Round Rock, Texas. On 
August 8, his 36th birthday, he was home 


in Newton, Massachusetts, healthy but 
unemployed. 

Others might have taken fate’s hint that 
his career was over. Lesser men have. Not 
Breslow He wasn’t ready to quit. He had 
gotten through tough times like this before. 

Drafted by the Brewers in the 26th round 
—that’s so late it can’t even be considered an 
afterthought—he paid his dues in the lower 
rungs of the minor leagues before getting 
cut mid-season 2004. That’s when he took 
the MC AT and applied to med school. He 
also grabbed a spot on an independent team 
in the lower minor leagues. 

He did well enough for the Padres to give 
him a $1 signingbonus (yes, you read that 
right) after a 2005 spring training tryout. 
Assigned to AA, he got a call-up to San Diego. 
His first day there, someone mistook him 
for the batboy. Mr. Breslow, meet ignominy. 

It was a prolonged introduction. The 
Padres let him go in December. He pitched 
two summers in the Red Sox organization, 
mostly in AAA. The Indians claimed him 
off waivers in March 2008, and Breslow 
made the opening day roster, but lasted 
only seven weeks. 

That’s when the Twins claimed him 
off waivers. He spent the next nine sea¬ 
sons mostly in the majors with five teams 
(Minnesota, Arizona, Oakland, Boston, and 
Miami) until he found himself out of work 
last summer. 

That would have been the time—if he 
truly had been playing with one eye on the 
future—for him to matriculate at med school. 
Thing is, he still loved baseball, but at that 
point it had become an unrequited love. 

His wife gave him the nudge he needed. 
“You’re a baseball player,” she told him. 
“It’s in you. Figure out a way to keep play¬ 
ing baseball.” 

So the Smartest Man No Longer in 
Baseball drew upon his greatest asset 
to reinvent himself. He pored over data 
in PITCHf/x, which tracks the velocity, 
movement, spin, release point, and loca¬ 


tion for every pitch thrown in MLB games, 
to determine what made certain pitches 
work better than others. 

He quizzed friends like Andrew Miller 
about his slider and Rich Hill about his 
breaking ball. “It wasn’t about being able 
to throw the same pitch. But I figured if I 
could replicate the spin [on their pitches], 
I could get similar movement,” he says. 

To do that, he calculated a need to lower 
his arm a couple of inches on his delivery. He 
bought a $3,000 3D camera called Rapsodo 
that allowed him to measure how much the 
ball moved horizontally and vertically from 
different delivery points, as well as velocity, 
spin rate, spin efficiency, and pitch location. 

It wasn’t easy. Those two inches felt like 
two feet. Think learning to ride a bicycle 
having to turn the handle the opposite direc¬ 
tion you want to go. Or cutting your hair 
in a mirror. He had to instill new memory 
into muscles accustomed to pitching in a 
specific way. But he believed in his analysis. 

And, lo! Two months later, he started 
seeing reliable progress. By the time he 
was ready to unveil his new delivery in a 
showcase for scouts before spring training, 
he had added half a foot of side-to-side move¬ 
ment on his breakingball and ten inches to 
his fastball. He was also getting six inches 
of additional drop on his two-seam sinker 
and developed a slider. 

Breslow could not only show scouts 
his new delivery, but back it up with data 
gathered by the Rapsodo camera. “Every 
agent calls a team and says, 'My client is in 
the best shape of his life,”’ he says. “I had a 
data-driven profile that is easier to digest, 
less refutable.” 

It worked. Sixteen teams wanted him 
on their 2017 rosters. He chose the Twins, 
though they offered less money than some 
others, because he found a kindred spirit in 
Derek Falvey, the team’s new chief baseball 
officer, a fellow believer in the power of 
analytics. 

Falvey wanted him to be a leader on a 
young team. The two talked for hours. “He 
recognized that the totality of my value 
could continue beyond the mound,” Breslow 
says. (Falvey did not respond to repeated 
interview requests.) 

The leadership role comes naturally for 
Breslow, who captained the Yale baseball 
team. He will turn 37 in August, which 
makes him the second-oldest member of 
the Twins, two months behind Belisle. 

Breslow is not the kind of guy to organize 
post-game clubhouse dance parties like Torii 
Hunter. Nor is he prone to motivational 
speeches of the Kirby Puckett variety. He 
leads by example. Teammates recognize 
him as someone who takes every pitch seri¬ 
ously. Who does not pout or throw tantrums 
when things don’t go his way. 

In short, someone who’s agood role model 
to younger players learning how to conduct 
themselves in the majors. 

Through the first two months of this 
season, Breslow has demonstrated mod-

est improvement. He is striking out fewer 
batters than he has over the course of his 
career, but he’s also givingup fewer walks, 
hits and earned runs. By throwing more 
breaking balls, he’s also inducing more 
groundballs, which are less likely to go 
for extra-base hits. 

Breslow insists he is still adjusting to 
his new delivery and expects continued 
improvement. “This is a work in progress,” 
he says. “I haven’t reached my ceiling.” 

The accumulation of data and new tech¬ 
nology like Rapsodo could put baseball on 
the cusp of a revolution, allowing pitchers 
to retool their deliveries. Those coming 
back from surgery, or those who have never 
been able to achieve their identified poten¬ 
tial, would make likely candidates to use 
what he’s learned. And this could provide 
a second career once he’s done pitching. 
His experience gives him credibility absent 
in the pure sabermetricians. 

Those skills are already in demand. Last 
winter Breslow received unsolicited offers 
from multiple teams for front office jobs. 
But he’s not ready for that. “I still intend 
to play for a long time,” he says. 

And then? Though he long imagined 
himself practicing medicine, Craig Breslow, 
M.D. is seeming less inevitable. Baseball 
has its hooks into him. “I long envisioned 
my impact as a physician,” he says. “The 
longer I’m in the game, though, the harder 
it is to imagine a life where I’m not.” 

The possibilities are plentiful: He could 
be a manager, a general manager, or the guy 
able to interpret data and instruct players 
in its application. 

It’s worth mentioning that Breslow 
has already made an impact in the field 
of medicine. In2008, he founded the Strike- 
3Foundation to raise awareness and funds 
to research childhood cancer, inspired by 
his sister’s experience. The foundation has 
raised $3.3 million through galas and an 
annual Wifile Ball tournament. Breslow and 
his wife Kelly oversee it. The foundation’s 
website lists his email as executive direc¬ 
tor, and he replies personally to inquiries. 

That dedication is what initially impressed 
Kelly Shaffer (now Kelly Breslow) who met 
Craig at one of his foundation’s fundraisers 
in 2010. “Knowing he has a high-pressure 
day job, but then seeing him within 10 min¬ 
utes of the last out of a game respond to 
an email to his foundation, I realized the 
caliber of guy he was,” she says. 

It also has impressed those he works with. 
The Red Sox nominated Breslow twice for 
MLB’s annual Roberto Clemente Award, 
given to the player who “best exemplifies 
the game of baseball on and off the field.” 

Kelly and Craig married in November 
2009,10 days after Breslow won the World 
Series with the Red Sox. They had twin 
boys in 2015. 

That means Breslow now spends much 
of his time offbeing a dad. He takes the boys 
for morning walks in the stroller. Packs them 
into the Burley for family bike rides. At 


night after games, he faithfully unloads the 
dishwasher and prepares the boys’ bottles 
for the next day. 

It takes a certain kind of humility to do 
those things, something Breslow also has 
in abundance. 


B reslow does not get a chance to get 
out any Astros this evening, but man¬ 
ager Paul Molitor summons him for 
duty in the seventh the following day. 
The Twins have scored three runs in the 
bottom of the sixth to pull within one, 6-5. 
But the Astros respond with four runs and 
now have men on first and third, no outs. 


Two days earlier against the Astros, 
Breslow had his worst outing of 2017. In 
the eighth inning, the bullpen gave up 
11 runs. Three of those were Breslow’s 
after allowing three hits and managing 
only one out. 

Now it looks as if the bullpen is about to 
explode again. Two relievers have already 
failed to record an out this inning. It is Bre¬ 
slow’s shot at redemption. 

He quickly records two fly ball outs. The 
first scores a run. The next batter hits a 
groundball to second, but Brian Dozier 
has cheated to his right. It goes through 
cleanly for a single. 

Breslow pitches too carefully to the next 


batter, All-Star Jose Altuve, and walks him 
to load the bases. 

Breslow sweeps the rubber with his foot 
in frustration. He steps behind the mound 
to collect himself, then faces Carlos Cor¬ 
rea, who already has three hits on the day. 

He throws an off-speed pitch for a strike. 
Then another. Correa pops it to Dozier. 
Breslow trots from the field. The crowd 
cheers. Disaster is averted. 

Molitor selects Jason Wheeler to start the 
eighth. His first pitch lands in the left-field 
bleachers. It doesn’t make Molitor look too 
smart. But the Smartest Man in Baseball 
is in the dugout, having proved his worth 
for another day. 03

The most authentic dive bars in the western Twin City

often worry that dive bars are a 
dying breed. 

The closure of another dingy 
hole—or worse, its improvement!— 
haunts my dreams. Without the dive, the 
last refuge of the urban working class, 
Minneapolis would be another bourgeois 
utopia full of shiny brass and Belgian 
tripel tulips. 

Exactly what constitutes a dive bar is 
a matter of great debate, as it should be. 
Some hew to hard criteria: the lack of 
quality food or a “cash only” sign. Others 
rely on subtler signifiers: few employees 
and even fewer windows, menus scrawled 
by hand on a wall, a lax attitude toward 
hygiene, general seediness or languor. 


Proper dives are places where people 
plant themselves all day, and when you 
walk inside, heads turn to meet you with 
an unimpressed gaze. 

So I tend to think of dives on a spec¬ 
trum. There’s no litmus test. Dive bars 
mostly inhabit a gray area, swimming 
around in the space between family- 
friendly neighborhood bars, sports bars 
swirling with TVs, and a few other alco¬ 
holic sub-genres. 

With that in mind, where are the 
purest dives of all, the places that best 
represent the genre? After systematically 
visiting every candidate in the city, I’ve 
devised the following short list of the most 
authentic dive bars within Minneapolis 
city boundaries, organized, naturally, by 
neighborhood. 


West Bank: Palmer’s 

If you want to understand what dive bars 
were like back in the 1890s, the kinds of 
places that spurred moralistic leaders 
to install draconian anti-booze laws in 
the first place, pick an evening and head 
down to Palmer’s on Cedar Avenue. Today 
Palmer’s has the rarest of combinations: 
a true adherence to the principles of the 
dive, and an impossibly thriving social 
scene. If Big John the bouncer lets you 
in, you’ll enter a kaleidoscope of race, 
class, and culture. A tiny stage that fills 
late at night with punk or blues musicians 
is wedged into the apex of the triangular 
room, while on Wednesday afternoons, 
the last remnants of the West Bank hip¬ 
pies still gather around a table to play 
folk songs. The back patio, awkwardly 


pressed against the edge of a massive 
’70s housing project, is built on the ruins 
of modernism. 

Northeast/Central: The Terminal Bar 

The Otter Bar might give it a run for its 
money, but the purest dive in this rapidly 
changingpart of Northeast is the Terminal 
Bar. These days it’s a literal museum to 
its longtime owner, Flem, who ran the 
joint without changing a thing since 1965, 
before he died last year. The dark nook 
is stacked with odd paraphernalia like 
your grandparents’ basement. This is 
what dives were like in the 1960s, only 
without many customers these days. The 
bar is being kept alive by Flem’s wife, 
so go see it while it lasts, because this 
neighborhood is changing fast.

Northeast/Riverfront: Jimmy’s Bar 

There are a great many pure dive bars 
in this sliver of Northeast, like Tony 
Jaros’ River Garden and the Knight 
Cap. They are all remnants of the 1883 
liquor limits that pushed the booze up 
against the industrial waterfront. But 
Jimmy’s Bar reigns supreme as a thriv¬ 
ing dive on Fourth Street, named for its 
longtime owner and still overflowing 
with regulars. The bar once had a second

story that was destroyed by a fire, and 
inside the wood-paneled walls, you’ll find 
meat raffles and pull tabs galore, simple 
sandwiches served on styrofoam plates, 
and lots of folks having fun around the 
curved wooden bar. Fun fact: “Chicken 
or beef TV dinners” appears on the wall- 
mounted menu. The story behind that 
item is too long and curious to get into 
here, so ask an old-timer if you go. 

Downtown Minneapolis: Cuzzy’s Bar 

Downtown used to be home to hundreds 
of divy booze halls, but they are almost 
all gone, victims of nearly a century of 
urban renewal. Moby Dick’s was the most 
recent famous victim, exiled from the city 
in the 1980s. Today, despite the decent 
food, Cuzzy’s Bar on Washington has to 
bear the torch of the old Gateway dive. Its 
walls are covered in old dollar bills, and 
the floor is more slanted than a Breitbart 


article. North Loop bros, Twins fans, and 
everyone else wandering downtown hold 
court around the church-basement tables. 

North Minneapolis: The T-Shoppe 

The last 3.2 ABV dive in town, the 
T-Shoppe sits far north on Fremont. 
Nobody really knows how it got its name, 
though rumors persist that it sold alcohol 
in tea cups during Prohibition. Today the 
T-Shoppe plies weak Schells in frosty 
mugs from an old fridge, and boasts a log 
cabin feel straight from the north woods. 
Neighbors from the upstairs apartments 
routinely pop in. A true dive, despite 
the weak drink! 

South Minneapolis: Schooner Tavern 

For a century, south Minneapolis has been 
zoned and carefully guarded against dive 
bars and booze. The few exceptions to the 
rule have been disappearing fast. Once the 
Sunrise Inn closed last year, for remodeling 
and upgrades, the truest remaining dive 
has to be the Schooner Tavern. It sits at 
the bottom of an old “single-room occu¬ 
pancy” hotel, a brand of once-ubiquitous 
housing that has almost disappeared from 
the city. This part of town, by the old rail 
yard, was once called “the Hub of Hell,” 
and was riddled with dive bars. Most of 
the old places are gone, replaced by bor¬ 
ing low-slung offices or surface parking. 
And yet the Schooner stands tall on 27th 
Avenue next to the abandoned Rainbow 
Foods like living history. 

T he fate of the unironic dive is unclear. 

Outside of rock and punk lore, dive 
bars are rarely celebrated. At best, politi¬ 
cians ignore them. At worst, city policies 
actively erase these historical refuges. In 
1883, Minneapolis Mayor George Pillsbury 
instituted liquor patrol limits, which drew 
lines around downtown, Northeast, and

the West Bank. Beyond these havens of 
vice, liquor was not allowed. (There were 
lucrative exceptions, of course.) The limits 
had the perverse effect of concentrating 
dive bars within certain zones, where they 
still sit today, making Minneapolis into a 
city polarized by alcohol. Long the scape¬ 
goats of moralistic crusades, our remaining 
dive bars are survivors of a century of 
class warfare fought through the subtle 
gloves of zoning codes and liquor laws. 

The remodeling of south Minneapolis’ 
Sunrise Inn may be a bellwether for the 
future. The unglamourous hole had no 
pretensions, but it did have regulars and 
a jar of peanuts for sale by the scoop. It 
was finally sold last fall when its old own¬ 
ers found willing buyers, who are fixing 
up the place by adding such improve¬ 
ments as floors without holes in them 
and palatable bathrooms. It won’t be the 
same, at least not to old dive patrons with 
nowhere else to go. Elsewhere in South, 
the Rail Station changed its name to the 
Howe and added granite countertops, 
the Country Bar is fancy now, and the 
Hexagon upgraded its taps. Meanwhile, 
the land around the Cardinal Bar, next to 
the Blue Line, is finally being developed. 
That’s good news for the city, but bad for 
fans of awkwardly painted murals. 

The future of dives has always been 
precarious, thanks to their noisome cli¬ 
entele, but especially in a city like Min¬ 
neapolis, dives were built on thin ice. Now, 
stuck between the rock of gentrification 
and the hard place of economic decline, 
their future is cloudier than ever. Drink 
up while you can. 03

FLEDGLINGS AND SEEDS 

AZ GALLERY 

It’s a wonderful, whimsical world 
DeAnne L. Parks inhabits through her 
work, yet there’s also an undercurrent of 
movement, transition, and uncertainty. In 
“Fledglings and Seeds: Transformations 
and New Beginnings,” she employs 
ceramic sculpture and paint on canvas to 
create bright scenarios of magical realism. 
But take another look: Those fledgling 
birds, their heads lifted toward what’s 
next, sit uneasily in their boat of a nest. A 
heart-shaped object festooned with vines 
and leaves is pierced with a seedpod—or 
is it emerging from a cocoon? Parks was 
recently gentrified out of her Lowertown 
studio, but created a large seed sculpture 
representing her life and work there that 
finds new expression in this exhibition as 
well.

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THE APE KING RETURNS 

A movie hero’s greatness is solidified in IVarfor the Planet of the Apes 



The ape king’s saintly 
tolerance gives way 
to an all-consuming 
desire for revenge.

H ollywood takes deserved flak for 
its constant rollout of sequels, 
reboots, and adaptations. But 
War for the Planet of the Apes— 
a bit of all three—proves it’s quality that 
counts. The rebooted Apes movies have 
been holistically some of the most enjoy¬ 
able of the last decade. War, while falling 
short of its predecessors, builds on their 
strong legacy. 

The story picks up two years after 
the events of Dawn of the Planet of the 
Apes. Caesar (Andy Serkis) and his ape 
compadres are holed up in the woods 
when they’re attacked by an extremist 
human military company. 

Extensive casualties ensue on both 
sides, but the apes hold off their assail¬ 
ants. Caesar spares the surviving humans. 
Knowing more will come, Caesar decides 


to move camp, but before the apes can 
do so, the military outfit’s leader, Colo¬ 
nel McCullough (Woody Harrelson), 
strikes again. 

Something finally breaks in Caesar. 
The ape king’s saintly tolerance gives way 
to an all-consuming desire for revenge. 

From here, War plays out like a com¬ 
bination of road movie, Spartacus, and 
a Shakespearean tragedy, with another 
layer of complexity wrapped around 
Caesar, a character whose arc over the 
course of these three movies solidifies 
him as one of the great movie heroes. 

Caesar’s rise and internal psychological 
struggles in dealing with both humans 
and his own camp provide a fascinating 
exploration of power and responsibility. 
In War, we see him put through hell to 
better appreciate his fortitude. 

These are trying times. Will he throw 
out the ideals of previous movies? What 


will he do to McCullough? Is the quest 
for revenge more important than the 
survival of his kind? 

The success of the rebooted Apes saga 
has largely hinged on Caesar’s intricate 
development, but these are well rounded 
movies, equal parts spectacle and char¬ 
acter study. The filmmakers continue to 
find novel ways to expand on the terror 
of sentient gorillas storming through the 
trees and chimps wielding spears and 
guns. They continue to round out the cru¬ 
elty of humankind and the hardness that 
comes with fear. And they find new ways 
to differentiate their action sequences 
from those of other epic blockbusters. 

The CGI is unrivaled and helps ground 
the movie in reality. The characters them¬ 
selves are at times so accurately rendered 
that you question whether or not they’re 
real, a rarity in film. When a computer 
can make their characters do anything,

there’s a tendency for filmmakers to lean 
into hyper-stylizations at the expense 
of any substance. War shows restraint, 
making for a plausible plot line that still 
dazzles visually. 

It’s also more subtle than prior films. 
Despite its name, it really has only a 
couple of major action sequences, and 
even when events come to a head, expec¬ 
tations are subverted. Some people will 
enjoy the measured nature of the film, 
while others might find it a bit too long 
and lacking. 

Dawn of the Planet of the Apes will 
always be the best of the three, but War 
for the Planet of the Apes is a serviceable 
third entry. 03

A 1930s world on the brink of war still resonates today

or Idiot’s Delight, Park Square 
Theatre’s subterranean Andy Boss 
Thrust Stage transforms into the 
cocktail lounge of the Hotel Monte 
Gabriele, perched high in the Italian Alps. 
The mountains are visible through a bank 
of upstage windows, and when the char¬ 
acters look out into the audience, they see 
an airfield that serves as a launching point 
for attacks on France. 

Robert E. Sherwood’s 1936 play—his first 
of three to win the Pulitzer Prize for Drama 
over a span of just five years—imagines the 
first hours of a fictional war that resembles, 
in broad outline, the actual Second World 
War that would erupt shortly thereafter. 
The tragic second act explores the fates of 
characters who spend the first act uneasily 
going about their business. 

Girl Friday Productions stages only one 
production every two years, but artistic 
director Kirby Bennett makes it a big one. 
Idiot’s Delight corrals a cast of 19 to play 
the motley international group of men and 
women who find themselves sequestered 
at the Monte Gabriele when the drums of 
war sound. 

The two characters who become central 
to the story (the program’s cover photo is 
a spoiler in this respect) are Irene (Stacia 
Rice) and Harry (John Middleton). Irene 
is a Russian of mysterious extraction who’s 
in cahoots with arms dealer Achille (David 
Coral). Harry is an impresario who’s touring 
the continent with an ebullient vocal trio 
(Bonni Allen, KarissaLade, and a particu¬ 
larly sprightly Becca Hart).

Irene is a showcase role in the grand 
old style: unabashedly melodramatic, 
confidently sexy, ineffably sad, and thickly 
accented. Rice takes the stage as though 
she’s being poured onto it, inexorably com¬ 
manding the house’s attention. As her foil, 
Middleton keeps Harry crisp and slightly 
shabby, channelingthe offhand charisma of 
Clark Gable, who played the role onscreen 
in 1939. 

Director Craig Johnson ably captures 
Sherwood’s horror at the world’s inability 
to stop a second globe-spanning conflict 
that would become even more destructive 
than the Great War itself, and there are 
lines that undeniably resonate today. (“It 
needs only one spark, set off anywhere by 
one egomaniac, to send it all up in one final, 
fatal explosion.”) 

There’s a piano onstage, and it gets a wel¬ 
come workout at the hands of music director 
Kevin Dutcher. The songs of Rodgers and 
Hart create a warm, poignant soundtrack 
for this star-crossed alpine retreat. 

Scenic designer Michael Hoover handles 
the space well, even if his pastel tones evoke 
1986 more than 1936. Cocktail tables that 
blur the transition from stage to seating 
are a nice touch. Visually, though, the real 
stunner of this show comes from costume 
designer Kathy Kohl, whose striking and 
varied designs draw us into a rich world 
of luxury and brutality. 152

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POP AND PROUD OF IT 

Frankie Teardrop’s Jordan Bleau abandons punk for synthpop with his new project, Cheap Fantasy

ordan Bleau had an epiphany while 
listening to Carly Rae Jepsen. 

“For a longtime I wouldn’t have 
allowed myself to enjoy something 
like that, because it wasn’t a certain way 
aesthetically,” says the former frontman 
for local garage-punk heroes Frankie 
Teardrop. “It’s specifically engineered 
for the most amount of people to enjoy it. 
Scientifically—those chord progressions 
and melodies—you’re supposed to enjoy 
that stuff. It was like, why am I denying 
myself this?” 

After Hell Yep marked the end of Frankie 
Teardrop in 2016, Bleau pondered tak¬ 
ing his music in a new direction. He was 
listening to Jepsen’s Emotion, and some¬ 
thing clicked. 

“I want to make music like that, where 
a lot of people can enjoy it, and hopefully 
make people dance,” he adds. “Just make it 
accessible for as many people as possible.” 

Under the name Cheap Fantasy, Bleau 
has traded in Frankie Teardrop’s scuffed- 
up guitar riffs for dreamy electronics, 
and the tracks on the project’s five-song 


debut, Life of Glass (out July 7 on Forged 
Artifacts), wouldn’t sound out of place on 
the Drive soundtrack. The EP revels in 
moments of climactic melodrama, with 
Bleau’s wispy vocals mixed low beneath 
arpeggiated synths indebted to the ’80s 
and drum programming punctuated by 
the occasional handclap. 

The Iowa-raised musician says he’s 
made a conscious effort to polish up his 
act, building traditionally structured songs 
around electronic production techniques 
that subvert standard pop tropes. “I wanted 
to make music that had a little more staying 
power,” he says. “I wanted to do justice 
to this other part of me, this other part 
of my tastes and inclinations.” 

“It’s interesting, when you watched 
a Frankie show they were obviously so 
high-energy. He had a Frankie character 
going on, where he was more abrasive 
and in your face performance-wise,” says 
Matt Linden, the founder of Forged Arti¬ 
facts. “Now in Cheap Fantasy he draws 
inspiration from [avant garde electronic 
artist] John Maus, who can go up there 
with a microphone, his laptop, and just 
rip an amazing set, and have it be more of 


a theater experience. He’s really energetic 
onstage, but in person he’s a really chill 
guy. He’s way more laid back in person 
than he is as a stage performer, and I think 
that’s intentional.” 

With Cheap Fantasy, Bleau has ditched 
the irony that defined Frankie Teardrop’s 
music, hoping to create a different kind of 
emotional connection with the listener. 
“With that band, it was very intentional 
to have a character with a voice and a 
certain attitude,” Bleau says. “I didn’t want 
to trap myself this time into having to do 
that forever. That was one of the things 
that led to the end of that band. I felt like 
I had to write the songs a certain way, or 
be a certain a way.” 

Naming his band (and his onstage per¬ 
sona) after the title character from one 
of the grim, spare punk band Suicide’s 
grimmest, sparest songs gave Bleau a lot 
to live up to. “I didn’t feel super honest 
playing those songs anymore,” he says. “I 
think everybody was feeling a little burnt 
out. It felt like a natural conclusion to it. 
We worked really hard on that last album, 
it took a longtime, and we weren’t feeling 
it anymore.” 


The pop settings on Life of Glass allow 
Bleau to explore weighty topics like lone¬ 
liness and depression with a refreshing 
directness. “Is there anything in these 
nights alone?” he sings on the title track, 
as Rose von Muchow harmonizes along¬ 
side him. “Is there anything inside of this 
feeling anymore?” 

“The songs he showed me were so catchy 
and thoughtfully written, and Jordan has 
this incredible drive and aesthetic sensi¬ 
bility,” says von Muchow, who also plays 
with Bleau in the band Wetter. “I thought 
I would be just lending my voice to the 
project but I ended up writing a fair amount 
of the harmonies and helping figure out 
the structure of some of the songs, and 
it’s really been nothing but loads of fun.” 

Bleau says he’s been working on the 
songs from Life of Glass since September 
2016, some for as long as two months at 
a time, focusing on one idea before pro¬ 
ceeding to the next and “learning how to 
make music like this while making it,” as 
he puts it. The songs appear on the EP 
in the order they were recorded, and you 
can hear Bleau’s electronic craft develop 
along the way, culminating with “Out of 
Phase”—at six minutes, an epic by pop 
standards, but with a drop that makes it 
worth hanging in there even for a listener 
with the shortest attention span. 

“For me, sad songs are really honest,” 
Bleau says. “Those are the songs that have 
helped me the most throughout my life, 
and if I could provide that for someone, 
that’s a super cool thing. There’s a cathartic 
element to it.” 

Still, the creation of Life of Glass wasn’t 
a somber affair. “We would just sit in his 
studio, which doubles as his bedroom, until 
really late at night, laying down tracks and 
generally goofing off,” von Muchow says. 
“Jordan is just about the silliest person 
I know and I’m super proud to put out 
music with him.” 

And listeners have been hearing some of 
those qualities in Cheap Fantasy’s music. 
“It’s like anytime I play this stuff for any¬ 
body, they’re like, 'Oh yeah, windows down, 
summertime,”’ says Bleau. “If you want 
it to be that it can be that too. It can be 
whatever you want.” 03
